a repetition of the collision of Jan. 8 at any 
day or hour.”

President John Mitchell of the Mine Work- 
ers is a member of the Peace committee on 
behalf of wage-earners, and he, it is under- 
stood, suggested the plan of appealing to the 
committee. The committee, composed of Pres- 
ident Mitchell and District Presidents Duffy, 
Nichols, and Fahy of the anthracite field, 
appointed by the anthracite miners, will 
draw up a resolution in accordance with this 
plan. 

If the appeal is sent to the Peace com- 
mittee it will be the first attempt to interest 
the committee in behalf of any organization 
and will offer a great opportunity to demon- 
strate whether the committee can be of any 
service in the settlement of labor disputes, 
If the committee will exercise itself in behalf.
